SIR, 

W  HILE  the  great  men,  who  furround  the  throne  of  our  moft 
gracious  fovereign.  are  wrangling  about  places  and  peniions^ 
and  trying  who  can  prevail  in  the  conielt  for  riches  and  honours  ; 
xvhilf*  "funius  is  (liulying  how  he  can  bell  annoy  the  men  in  power, 
and  North  is  putting  on  his  armour  for  defence  ;  while  Camhden 
is  turning  over  ilie  mufty  records  of  antiquity,  for  precedents  of 
l  iw  to  confound  hiv  antagonill,  and  Mansfield  prej)ariug  hinifelf 
to  meet  this  doughty  champion  ;  while  Chatham  is  publiHiing  his 
oracular  (peeches,  to  convince  the  world  that  he  alone  is  able  to 
penetrate  the  defigns,  and  fruftrate  the  attempts  of  all  our  ene¬ 
mies  ;  while  R,ockingham  calls  for  his  myrmidons,  and  Burke  and 
Barre  n)und  the  dread  alarm  of  war,  of  bloodflied,  and  total  defo- 
lation;  let  us,  vvho  live  at  a  diftance  from  thefc  tumultuous  Icenes, 
look  up  with  indifference  on  all  thele  feveral  coniefls,  little  folici- 
lons  about  the  fuccefs  of  either  party,  being  convinced  ,tbat  dif^ 
I'utes  of  this  fort  muft  ever  be  the  neceflTary  attendant,  and  per-, 
baps  the  fiireft  guard  of  public  liberty  ;  and,  while  we  laugh  at 
the  fpecious  pretexts  which  they  employ  to  impole  upon  each  o- 
iber,  let  us,  without  peeviflinefs,  allow  them  to  enjoy,  as  well  as 
they  can,  their  Oiort-livcd  glory,  and  plume  thenifelves  upon  their 
fancied  fuperiority,  while  we,  with  diligence  and  afliditity,  endea¬ 
vour,  each  of  us,  faithfully  to  perform. that  talk  which  Providence 
has  allotted  us,  and,  in  our  more  humble  fphere,  contribute  what 
is  in  our  power  for  the  public  good,  by  encouraging  every  ufeful 
art,  and  carrying  on,  with  a  cbearful  alacrity,  every  improvement 
which  can  be  of  benefit  to  the  nation,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  it 
promotes  the  happinefs  of  indiviiluals.  It  is  with  a  view  to  turn 
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to  m.mv  indivitliials  ninonjr  ns,  as  well  as  of  the  mod  general  mi. 
lity  to  this  aniicnt  kingdom,  ihat  I  gl\o  you  llic  trouble  of  this 
Jciter. 

'The  icarcity  of  wood  is  a  general  complaint  throughout  all  Bri¬ 
tain,  efpcciaUy  in  Scotland  ;  which  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as 
there  arc  fo  many  extend ve  tracts  of  land  in  almod  every  corner 
of  it,  entirely  proper  for  railing  wood,  which  is  at  prcfeiit  of  al. 
moll  no  value  at  all,  the  produce  being  next  to  nothing.  I  would 
therefore  llrongly  lecotnineiul  this  Inlqecd  to  the  attention  of  the 
proprietors  of  Inch  land,  an^l  heg  of  them  (erionlly  to  examine  of 
.'vli.it  importance  it  might  to  ihcmlelvcs  aiul  their  heirs,  if  a 
final!  pan  of  thefe  banen  watles  w.is  covered  with  trees  ;  and  I 
am  fui.sfied.  that  a  very  little  reflection  will  foon  convince  them 
of  tlu  great  ntlliiy  ot  it — .\r.il  that  any  one  >vho  turns  ids  atten- 
r.on  this  wav,  may  not  he  inrpofed  upoti  by  falfe  reafoning,  I  would 
l.kewife  recommend  to  him  to  take  the  opinion  of  any  'of  Ids 
r.cigtibours,  v.  ho,  in  tiie  younger  part  of  his  life,  may  have  made 
riiiv  confulcrihlc  plantation  of  trees  ; — or  let  him  go  to  any  thriv- 
i(i;r  vv(»od,  and  carry  with  him  a  man  who  is  a  judge  of  the  vahie 
of  tl'»e  trees  which  are  in  it,  and  compute  what  may  be  the  value 
of  one  acre,  and  I  f'nall  not  he  afraid  that  he  will  dravv  an  unfa¬ 
vour able  eonciiiilou  ;  altbougb  I  am  reiifible  that,  nineteen  planta¬ 
tions  out  of  twenty,  which  have  been  made  in  this  country,  have 
been  done  wlilt  fv)  Utile  judgment,  that  the  proprietor  does  not 
draw  near  the  one  half  of  what  he  might  have  done  by  a  inorC/ 
j  uliiious  protceding,  as  I  fhail  probably  have  occafion  to  fliov^ 
hereafter. 

I  believe  that  manv  perfons  arc  prevented  from  pkanting  trees, 
by  thinking  that  fnch  a  great  length  of  time  mnfl  elnpfe  before 
tiiey  can  reap  any  profit  or  advantage  from  them  :  and  indeed 
trees,  like  children,  adsance  U»  gradually  in  their  growth,  that  W'C 
do  not  perceive  tlieir  incteafe  by  looking  at  themfelves,  nnlefs  we 
compare  them  with  tome  fixed  (landard,  which  W'c  more  feldom 
appU  in  the  one  cafe  than  the  other.  It  would,  however,  he  vf- 
rv  eaty  for  me  to  produce,  fioni  accurate  calculations,  the  clcarefl 
proof,  that  ihefc  adv.mre  fo  fad,  as  ih.it  few  men,  except  when 
on  the  very  verge  of  v  old  age,  have  not  a  rcafonable  profpei^t  of 
reaping  conliderablc  advantai^e  from  tbeir  plantations  in  their  own 
life  ti«ne  ;  hut,  as  I  would  alwavs  wifb  laiher  to  refer  to  experi¬ 
ence*  than  realbninir,  I  Ib.dl  here  uinit  thefe  cairnlations,  and  only 
hes  of  the  re.ider  to  open  hi.s  eves,  and  he  attentive,  and  he  cannot 
f.iil  of  meeting  with  alniiulanx  ])roof  of  tliis.  If  he  is  acquainted 
with  Hall  Lothian,  I  would  bit!  him  obferve  ibe  wood  o\ 
hjftl,  from  whirh  (he  earl  of  Haddingtoti  at  iirefeni  draws  fuch  a 
< onliilcrahic  icveiuie,'and  be  inf<»rmcd  that  ibis  wood  was  planted 
bv  the  late  conntefs-do'vawcr  of  HadciiuiUon,  alter  fhc  was  become 
a  widow,  and  well  Urikeii  in  years  ;  and  iiotwilhllaiiding  of  thH, 
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llie  liail  the  plcafure,  fevcral  years  before  her  death,  to  fee  thij 
woud,  |)lantcd  at  fucli  an  advanced  j>criod  of  her  life,  abundantly 
re*|):iy  to  her  Ion  all  the  expence  and  care  Hie  had  been  at,  and  u- 
lld  to  built,  with  a  very  allowable  fpccies  of  vanity,  that  this  held, 
Nvliici)  had  come  into  her  poircHion  a  barren  wnllc,  liad,  by  her  - 
Mi.m.iirenieiit,  become  one  of  the  moft  valuable  that  bclorTj;cd  to 
the  I'liuily  of  Haddington.  Many  other  iidtances  of  the  lame 
kind  niiglit  cafily  be  produced,  to  (how  the  ipeedy,  though  im. 
perceptible  advance,  which  trees  make  in  growth  :  but,  to  render 
this  hill  more  plain  and  obvious  to  the  fcnl'es,  1  (hall  here  prefent 
the  reader  with  a  table,  (bowing  the  real  increale  of  twelve  trees 
in  fixtceii  yeaVs,  as  they  were  aifhnlly  niea lured  by  Mr  Uobert 
Marlliani,  and  recorded  in  the  Pbilofophical  Tranfatd ions,  Vol  51: 

1  iniill,  however,  obferve,  that  1  have  taken  f>nly  the  two  (irll  co- 
Imniis  from  the  Table  he  publillied,  having  altered  the  others 
where  1  found  them  defective  ;  for,  as  he  has  (Uppofed,  thaf  all 
the  trees  were  of  an  equal  height,  and  made  his  caleulations  ac- 
eurdiiigly,  it  is  obvious  that  they  mull  be  erroneous  ;  for  every 
one  knovvs  that  a  tree,  till  it  arrives  at  a  very  confiderablc  fixe, 
c*)iiiiiHies  to  advance  in  height  as  well  as  in  girt ;  fo  fliat,  to  make 
an  exact  meafureinent  of  its  contents,  it  is  necefl'ary  to  attend 
to  both  ihefe  particulars.  To  do  this  in  the  inoft 
accurate  niauuer,,  1  could  have  ailunicd  as  data.  Girt.  Height,

From  this  table  it  appears,  that  twelve  trees  have  incrcafed  ^ 
three  luindrecl  and  fiiiy-three  cubic  feet  in  fixieen  years,  which, 
if  fold  at  one  Ihillino;  per  cubic  foot,  would  iinount  to  17  /.  13/, 
llerling.  Now,  it  we  tlumld  liippofe  a  Scots  acre  of  ground  plant¬ 
ed  with  trees  thiiving  at  the  fame  rale,  at  ten  feet  diQance  from 
one  anotiier,  it  would  contain  540  trees,  and  would  of  confequence 
>leld  of  iiurtafe  15885  cnbic  feet  in  fixlecn  years,  which,  if  Ibid 
at  one  (liihin;:  per  cubic  foot,  would  ainoiiiu  to  fomething  better 
liuvi  derling  ;  which,  divided  by  lixieen,  gives  49 /i  JO/, 

for  the  aunu.d  pioduce  ;  Or,  if  the  wood  were  Ibid  at  lixpence 
per  cubic  foot,  ii  would  give  24  /.  15  /.  per  aniiuni  ;  or,  if  at  three¬ 
pence  ptr'cubic  foot,  I'll.  7/.  6  j  or  at  one  penny  per  foor,'ic 
w’oulii  yield  4  1.  2  /.  0  d,  per  annum,  vvhich  is  a  profit  great  enough 
10  f^tisfy  the  moll  avaricious.  And  alihough  we  fhould  allovr.  ' 
that  it  is  probable  ihlit  the  trees  vvhich  form  the  fubjedt  of«lhis  ■ 
experiment,  have  been  more  favourably  (ituated,  and  perhaps-ad¬ 
vanced  falter  than  could  be  expecled  in  a  general  plaaitatioii,  vve 
have  room  i<i  make  conliderable  deduclions  011  that  account,  wb 
ihout  dimininfing  the  profits  near  fo  much  as  moll  people  would 
be  liuislied  with,  as  even  one  tenth  of  the  finallell  of  ihefe  calcu¬ 
lations  is  mote  than  is  generally  drawn  for  good  arable  land  in  ma¬ 
ny  parts  of  tills  kingdom.  .  . 

1  Ihiill  not  at  prefent  trouble  yon  with  many  remarks  upon  this 
Table,  aa  I  Hiail  only  obferve,  that  from  it  vve  may  learn,  that,  aU 
though  trees  increaib  falter  when  young,  in  proportion  to  their 
lize,  yet  large  trees  do  really  produce  more  wood  in  an  equal  fpace 
of  time  than  fuiall  ones.  Thus  No.  I.  produces,  in  fixteen  ycarf,

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wliole  bulk  j  whereas  No.  IX.increafes  only  J9.3.  cubic  feet,  which 
lb  ilirec-f’oiii  ihs  of  the  whole  bulk  nearly.  Whether  the  greater 
I’piice  neceffary  to  be  allowed  to  large  trees  than  young,  would  be 
lijiiiticiu  10  counterbalance  the  greater  produce,  J  cannot  cxa(5lly 
I'.iv,  but  I  am  difpofed  to  imagine  that  it  would,  as  wc  fee  that 
\i)iing  trees  bear  to  be  much  clofer  upon  one  another  than  when 
oltler  ;  fj  that  probably  an  acre  of  young  growing  wood  would 
produce  as  much  as  one  of  full-grown  trees  in  an  equal  number  of 
>  cars.  But  whatever  may  be  the  cafe  with  regard  to  large  plan. 
laiions,  iris  obvious,  that  fuch  trees  as  (land  lingle,  and  arc  advan¬ 
ced  lo  a  confiderable  fizc,  continue  to  iiicreafe  in  quantity  very 
much  ;  fj  that  every  one  who  has  fuch  trees,  ought  to  preferve 
ilicin  with  care,  as  they  are  continually  gaining  more  and  more, 
and  adding  to  the  (lock  of  the  proprietor  in  a  much  higher  de¬ 
gree  than  any  intcreji  he  could  get  for  the  money  which  he  would 
draw  from  iVlling  them. 

Jt  is  likevvife  worth  remarking,  that,  of  all  the  trees  mentioned 
in  this  table,  none  of  them  (except  the  large  thriving  Afli,  No.  I.) 
advance  fo  fall  as  the  Oak.  1  would  wdlh  that  my  countrymen 
would  pay  a  particular  attention  lo  this  circumftancc,- bccaufe 
^  there  feetns  to  be  a  general  prejudice  among  the  people  of  Scotland 
aj,:iinlt  this  noble  tree,  fo  juHly  termed  the  king  of  the  vjoods^  they 
imagining,  from  its  How  progrefs  at  firli,  and  the  length  of  lime 
ihai  it  cotuinues  to  thrive,  that  it  makes  but  very  little  progrefs; 
hut  this  notion  is  fufficieiiily  refuted  by  experience,  as  this  Table 
llijws.  It  is  worth  obfervingl  that  even  Mr  Marfliam  hinifelf  was 
deceived  by  this  tree,  as  he  had  imagined  that  No.  II.  was  pa(t 
ilniving,  and  yet  it  increafed,  in  fixteeii  years,  41  cubic  feet; 
which,  at  the  ordinary  felling  price  of  that  wood,  is  worth  4  /• 
Iterling  and  upwards,  I  fhall  not  now  take  up  mote  of  your  time; 
hut  may,  perhaps,  on  feme  future  occafion,  fend  you  (bnic  further 
remarks  upon  this  fubjetfl.

rcmaAable  Jjfaffination  of  Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury  :  JVrit^ 

ten  by  Himfelf.  '  *  • 

Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury  being  fufpetHed  of  a  criniinal  fa¬ 
miliarity  with  Sir  John  Ayreses  wife,  lord  Herbert  (peaks  of 
various  modes  which  he  contrived  to' revenge  the  fuppofed  in¬ 
jury,  and  at  laH  comes  to  this  extraordinary  aiTafhnation.  ^ 

“ - Finding  he  could  take  no  advantage,  againft  me  then,  in 

3  treacherous  way,  he  refolved  to  adaflinate  me  in  this  manner; 
(lays  his  lordihip)  I  was. to  come  to  Whitehall  on  horfeback  'with 
two  lackies  only  ;  he  attended  my  coming  back  in  a  place  called 
Stoilaiid.yard,  at  the  hither  end  of  Whiiehall,  As  you  come  to  it 
from  the  Strand,  hiding  himfelf  here  with  four  men  armed  on 
purpofe  lo  kill  me.  1  look  horfc’at  Whitehall  gate,  and  pafling 
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by  that  place,  he  being  armed  with  a  fword  and  dagger,  without 
jiiviiig  me  fo  much  as  the  lead  warning,  ran  at  me  furioufly  ;  but 
iiitlead  of  me,  wounded  my  horfe  in  the  brifket,  as  far  as  his  fword 
c(»uld  enter  for  the  bone:  my  horfe  hereupon  Karting  afide,  he 
ran  him  again  in  the  flunilder,  which,  though  it  made  the  horfe 
more  timorous,  yet  gave  me  lime  to  draw  my  fvvord ;  bis  men 
thereupon  encompalfed  me,  and  wounded  my  horle  in  three 
places  more;  this  made  my  horfe  kick  and  fling  in  that  manner 
as  his  men  durft  not  come  near  me,  which  advantage  1  took  to 
Kiike  at  Sir  John  Ayres,  with  all  my  force,  but  he  warded  the 
the  blow  hoili  with  his  fw^ord  and  dagger  ;  iuKea^d  of  doing  him. 
lurm,  1  broke  my  fword  wi-.hiii  afoot  of  the  hilt :  hereupon  fonie 
pafienger  that  knew  me,  and  obl’erving  my  horfe  bleeding  in  fo 
many  places,  and  fo  many  men  afTaulting  me,  and  my  fword  broken, 
cried  to  me  fcvcral  limes,  ride  away,  ride  away  ;  but  I  fcorning  a  ^ 
bafe  lligbt  upon  what  terms  foever,inKc3d  thereof,  alighted  as  well 
as  1  could  from  my  horfe:  1  had  no  fooner  put  one  foot  upon  the 
ground,  but  Sir  John  Ayres  purfuing  me,  made  at  my  horfe.again, 
which  the  horfe  perceiving,  picfl'ed  on  me  on  rlie  fide  I  alighted, 
in  that  manner  that  he  threw  me  down,  fo  that  1  remained  fiat 
upon  the  ground,  only  one  foot  hanging  in  the  ftirrop,  with  that 
piece  of  a  fword  in  my  right-hand  :  Sir  John  Ayres  hereupon  rair^ 
aluuii  the  horfe,  and  was  thrufting  his  fvvord  into  me,  when  J, 
iindiiJg  mv  feU  in  this  danger,  did  with  both  iny  arms  reaching  at 
his  leffs,  ptill  them  towards  me,  till  he  fell  down  backw'ards  on  his 
iicnd  :  one  of  my  footmen  hereupon,  who  was  a  little  Shropfhire 
boy,  fl  eet!  my  foot  out  of  the  ftirrop,  the  other.,  which  was  a  great 
fellow,  having  i im  away  as  foon  as  he  faw  the  firft  afTault;  this 
gave  me  lime  to  get  upon  my  legs,  and  to  put  niyfelf  in  the  bell 
pt'diirc  1  could  with  that  poor  remnant  of  a  weapon:  Sir  John 
Ayres  by  this  lime  likewife  was  got  up,  (landing  betwixt  me  and 
fbme  part  of  Whitehall,  with  two  men  on  each  fide  of  him,  au4* 
his  brother  behind  him,  with  at  lead  twenty  or  thirty  perfons, of 
liis  IViends,  or  attendants  of  the  earl  of  Suffolk  :  obferving  thus  a 
body  of  men  Handing  in  oppolition  againfl  me,  though  to  fpeak 
truly,  I  faw  no  fwords  drawn  but  by  Sir  John  Ayres. and  his  men, 

1  ran  vi<»lently  againft  Sir  John  Ayres  ;  blit  he  knowing  my  fword 
had  no  point,  held  his  fword  and  dagger  over  his  head,^as  bcliet^- 
ing  1  could  llrikc  rather  than  thrufl;  which  I  no  Iboner  perceived, 
hut  1  put  a  home  thrufl  to  the  middle  of  his  bread,  that  I  threw 
him  down  with  fo  much  force,  that  his  head  fell  fird  to  the  groiuidi  ^ 
and  his  heels  upwards  :  his  men  hereupon  affaulted  me,  when  one  j 
Ml  iM  anftl,  a  Glamorganihire  gentleman,  finding  (b  many  fee  ^ 
gaind  me  alone,  clofed  with  one  of  them;  a  Scots  gentleman  alfo 
eliding  with  another,  took  himoffalfb;  all  I  could  vyell  do  to  thofe 
two  which  remained,  was  to  ward  their  thruds,  which  I  did  with 
that  refolution  that  I  got  ground  upon  them.  Sir  John  Ay^ 
was  no.v  get  up  a  third  time,,  when  I 'making  towards,  htm  with 
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intention  to  clofe,  thinking  that  there  was  otficrvvife  no  fafety  for 
me,  pnt  l)y  a  thriifl  of  his  with  my  left-hand,  and  (cj  coining  with¬ 
in  him,  received  a  llab  with  his  dagger  on  iiiy  right-fide,  which 
ran  down  my  ribs  as  far  as  my  hip,  which  I  feeling,. did  wdth  my 
rinht-clbovv  force  his  hand  together  with  the  hilt  of  the  dagger 
1')  near  to  the  upper  part  of  my  right-fide,  that  I  made  him  leave 
holvi.  The  dagger  now  flicking  in  me.  Sir  Henry  Cary,  after¬ 
wards  lord  Faulkland  and  lord  deputy  of  Ireland,  finding  the 
ilair'icr  thus  in  my  body,  fnatched  it  out ;  this  while,  I  being 
clofed  with  Sir  John  Ayres,  hurt  him  on  the  head,  and  threw  him 
down  a  third  lime,  when  kneeling  on  the  ground  and  hcflriding 
liini,  *  Itnick  at  him  as  hard  as  1  could  with  my  piece  of  a  fword, 
nnd  wounded  him  in  four  feveral  places,  and  did  almofl  cut  off  his 
Irit  liand;  his  two  men  this  while  flruck  at  me,  but  it  pleafed 
(•od  even  miraculoully  to  defend  me ;  for  when  I  lifted  up  my 
r'Vf)rd  to  flrike  at  Sir  John  Ayres,  I  bore  off  their  blows  half  a 
dozen  times:  his  friends  now  finding  him  in  this  danger,  took  him 
hy  the  head  and  fhoulders,  and  drew  him  from  betwixt  my  legs, 
.nul  carryed  him  along  with  them  through  Whitehall,  at  the 
fl.iirs  whf’reof  he  took  boat.  Sir  Herbert  Croft  (as  he  told  me 
.aiierwards)  met  him  upon  the  water  vomiting  all  the  way,  which 
1  helicvc  was  caufed  bv  the  violence  of  the  firfl  thruff  I  cave  him: 
his  fervants,  brother,  and  friends  being  now  retired  alfo,  I  remain¬ 
ed  mnllcr  of  the  place  nnd  his  weapons,  h.aving  firft  wrefled  his 
dairger  from  him,  and  afterwards  flruck  his  fword  out  of  his  hand. 

'This  being  done,  1  retired  to  a  friend's  honfe  in  the  Strand, 

N' here  1  Tent  for  a  furgeon,  who  fearching  my  wound  on  the  right- 
fide,  and  finding  ^it  not  to  be  mortal,  cured  me  in  the  fpace  of 
I vMiie  ten  days,  during  which  time  1  received  many  noble  vlfits 
n;.(l  iiKilaoes  from  fome  of  the  belt  in  the  kingdom.  Being  now 
I  dly  recovered  of  my  hurts,  I  dclired  Sir  Robert  Harley  to  go  to 
S  r  John  Ayres,  and  tell  him,  that  though  1  thought  he  had  not'" 
f‘»  much  honour  left  in  him,  that  I  could  be  any  way  ambitious  to 
get  it,  yet  that  I  defired  \o  fee  him  in  the  field  with  his  fword  in 
ins  hand  ;  the  anfwer  that  he  fent  me  was,  that  I  had  whored  his 
wile,  and  that  he  would  kill  me  with  a  muiket  out  of  a  window. 

'I  lie  lords  of  the  privy-council,  who  had  firll  fent  for  my  fword, 
that  tiiey  might  fee  the  little  fragment  of  a  weapon  with  which 
I  had  fo  behaved  myfelf,  as  perchance  the  like  had  not  been  heard 

any  credible  way,  did  afterwards  command  bo.th  him  and  me 
^<>  appear  before  them ;  but  I  abfenting  myfelf  on  purpofe,  fent  one 
Humphrey  Hill  with  a  challenge  to  him  in  an  ordinary,  .which  he 
rrfufing  lo  receive,  Humphrey  Hill  put  it  upon  the  point  of  his 
fivord,  and  fo  let  it  fall  before  him  and  the  company  then  pre-  ' 
Tnit. 

1  lie  lords  of  the  privy-council  had  now  taken  order  to  appre¬ 
hend  Sir  John  Ayres,  when  1  finding  nothing  ellb  to  be  done,  lub- 
ndiied*  myfelf  likewife  to  them.  Sir  John  Ayres  had  now  'pul>- 
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liriied  every  Nvhere  that  the  ground  of.. his  jealoufie,  and  CQnf«^ 
quenily  of  his  afliauhmg  me,  was  drawn  from  the  confelHon  of  his 
wife  the  lady  Ayres  :  Ihe,  to  vindicate  her  honour,  as  well  as  free 
me  from  this  accufaiion,  lent  a  letter  to  her  aunt  the  lady  Crook, 
to  lids  pnrpofe  ;  that  her  hiiflx'ind,  Sir  John  Ayres,  did  lie  falfely, 
in  faying  that  I  ever  whored  her,  but  mod  falfely  of  all  did  he  lie 
when  he  laid  he  had  it  from  her  confeiIi()n,.for  Ihe  bad  never  faid 
any  Inch  thing.  .  ,  ’  ^ 

This  letter  the  lady  Crook  prefented  to  me  moll  opportunely  as 
I  was  going  to  the  coinirell  table  bclore  the  lords,  who  having  fx« 
amined  Sir  John  Ayres  concerning  the  caufe  of  his  quarrel  againfl 
me,  found  him  Hill  perfill.nn  his  wife’s  confeflion  of  the. fad :  and 
now  he  being  withdrawn,  I  was  fent  for,  when  the  duke  of  Lenox, 
afterwards  of  Richmond,  telling  me  that  was  the  ground  of  his 
quarrel,  and  the  only  exenfe  he  had  for. affanl ting  me  in  that  man* 
ner ;  I  defired  his  lorcllliip  to  perufe  the  letter,  which  I  told  him 
was  given  me  as  I  came  into  the  roonf :  this  letter  being  publicly 
read  hr  a  clerk  of  the  coiinfel,  the  dnke  of  Lenox  then  faid,  that 
he  thfjiight  Sir  John  Ayres  the  mod  miferable  mau  living,  for  Iris 
wife  had  not  only  given  him  the  He,  as,  he  found  by  her  letter, 
hilt  his  father  had  dilinherited  him  for  attempting  to  kill  me-,  in 
that  barbarous  fafhion,  which  was  mod  true,  as  1  found  afterwards.^ 
For  the  red,  that  I  might  content  inyfelf  with  what  I  had  done, 
it  being  more  alniod  tlian  could  be  believed,  but  that  I  had  fo 
many  witneifes  thereof;  for  all  which  reafons  he  cotnmanded  me, 
in  the  name  of  his  majedy,  and  all  their  lordlhips,  uot  to  fend  any 
more  to  Sir  John  Ayres,  nor  to  receive  any  inednge  from  him,  in 
the  way  of  fighting,  which  commandme  nt  I  obferved  :  howbcil  I 
mud  not  omit  to  tell,  that,  fome  years  afterwards^  Sir  John  Ayres 
reinrning  from  Ireland,  by  Beaumaris,  where  I  then  was,  fome  of 
my  fervants  and  lollowers  broke  open  the  doors  of  the  houfc  where 
he  was,  and  would,  1  believe,  have  cut  him  into  pieces,  but  that 
T  hearing  thereof,  came  fnddcnly  to  the  houfe  and  recalled  theiHi 
fending  him  word  alfo,  that  1  fcorned  to  give,  him  the.  ufage  he 
gave- me,  and  that  I  .would  fet  him  free  out  of  the  town,  .which 
courtelie  of  mine  (as  I  was  told  afterwards)  he  did  thankfiilly  ac¬ 
knowledge.

A  brief  Defcription  of  the  Englllh  Law  Cow  ts,  * 

AS  there  is  no  country  in  the  univerfe,  where  the,  law.s  are  (o 
nmch  the  liihje^t  of  animadverlion  as  in  England,  we  are  fa- 
tUlied  that  the  following  little  fumniary  of  ihe  bulinefs  carried  on 
in  the  refpeciive  cf)urts,  mud  be  highly  acceptable  to  our  readers.* 
The  Cotirt  of  Chancery,  which  is  a  court  of  equity,  is  next  in 
dignity  and  power  to  the  high  court  of  pai liameiit and  here  the. 
I-ord  Chancellor,  the  lord  keeperof  the. great  feal,  liis  as  judge(un«  • 
lefs  commiHlouers  arc  appointed  for  that  purpol'e),  fearches  into, 
frauds,  breac  lies  of  trud,  and  fecrct  practice,  and,  in  many  cafei, 
moderates  the  rigour  of  the  common  Jaw.  .  The  proceedings  arc 
carried  on  by  bills,  anfwers  and  tlecrees ;  but  thefe  decrees  can 
only  bind  the  perfons  of  the  fuitors,  and  not  their  lands  or  goods. 

The  twelve  mailers  in  chancery  are  alfiftants  to  the  lord  chan*i 
crllor;  the  fird  of  vvhom  is  called  Mailer  of  the  Rolls,  or  records 
of  the  court  of  chancery^  and  he,  in  the  abfence  of  the  chancellor, 
hears  caufes  at  the  rolls  office,'  and  fometimes  in  the  court  of 
chancery,  tn  his  gift  are  the  offices  of  the  fix  clerks,  whofe  bull-' 
nefs  is  to  enrol  commijiions,  pardons,  patents,  &c,  which  pifs  the 
great  fe.il*  They  are  alfo  attornies  for  the  fuitors  in  all  c^ufci 
depending  in  this  court.  Under  thefe  fix  clerks  are  fixty’  more,- 
who  difpatch  all  the  bulinefs  of  that  office.  In  the  court  of  chan¬ 
cery  there  are  alfo  two  examiners,  who  examine  all  witnefles  on 
oath,  and  take  their  depolitioiis,  and  other  olficers,  wbofc  employ¬ 
ments  we  pafs  over  for  the  fake  ©f  brevity.  The  court  of  chancery 
inquires  into  all  fiich  frauds  and  abufes  as  may  have  been  commit¬ 
ted  where  ellates  or  money  has  been  given  to  any  charitable  ufr, 
ohiigingthe  triidees  to  perform  their  iruft  according  the  in  tent  of 
the  relpe^tive  donors.  t  •  ^ 

Of  the  Cortrt  of  Kwg^s  Bench. 

The  Court  of  KingVs-beiu  h,  w  bich  •  is,  next  the  lioufe  of  lord»f 
the  highefl  court  in  England  at  common  law,  takes  cogniiance^of 
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fucli  criminal  caiifes  as  trcalbn,  felony,  breaches  of  ihe  peace,  op- 
predion,  and  can  examine,  controuland  corredl  ibe  judjrcnienis 
and  proceedings  of  all  other  inferior  courts  (except  that  of  tKc  Ex¬ 
chequer),  not  only  in  pleas  of  the  crown,  but  in  all  other;  errors* 
coniinitted  by  jiiUIce:>  of  the  peace  come  alfo  under  their  cog. 
niiaiice. 

Ill  this  court  there  are  four  judges  created  by  patent,  who  hold 
iheir  places  for  life,  viz.  the  lord  chief  jullice  of  this  court  (alfo 
called  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  England) who  has  a  falary  of  40C0I. 
per  annum f  and  the  three  other  judges  have  each  2000 1.  per  annuuu 
This  ci)art  grants  pr<)hibitions  to  other  courts,  both  ecclehallical 
and  civil,  when  they  exceed  the  bounds  ol  their  Jurifdicfl ion  ;  and 
here  all  inatiers  of  fai5l  relating  to  civil  ^or  criminal  caufes  are 
tried  hy  a  jury.  In  this  court  all  young  lawyers,  that  have  been 
t  illed  to  the  bar,  are  allpvved  to  plead  and  praiflifc.  Tl'he  jurifl 
diction  of  this  lord  chief  juftice  is  very  extendve,  and  his  warrant* 
is  of  force  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom. 

Of  the  Court  oj  Common  Pleas. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  takes  cognifance  of  none  but  civil 
caufes;  and  real  actions  are  pleadable  no  where  elfe  j  nor  can  fines 
be  levied,  nor  recoveries  fuffered  in  any  other  court.  The  judges 
of  this  court  are  the  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  common  pleas,  and 
three  other  judges,  who  are  created  by  patent  for  life;  the  (alary 
of  the  lirrt  is  2500 1.  and  each  of  the  others  2000I.  per  annum.' 
^one  but  ferjeants  at«lavv  can  plead  in  this  court,  and  all  fadls  are 
tried  by  a  jury.  ' 

The  chief  oHicei's  belonging  to  this  court  are,  the  cujioi  brevium^ 
prothonoiarieSf  and  chirographer,  who  are  all  fworn,  lit  in  court, 
and  hold  their  offices  for  life  as  a  freehold. 

The  Cujhs  Brevium  is  the  firft  clerk  in  court;  his  office  is  to  re¬ 
ceive  and  keep  all  writs  and  records  of  niji  prius^  called  po fleas. 

The  Prothonotarics  are  to  enter  and  enrol  all  declarations,  plead- 
judgments,  &zc.  and  in  their  offices  the  atioruies  of  the  laid 
court  are  to  enter  their  caufes,  &c. 

The  Cbirographer  is  to  engrofs  and  acknowledge  fines,  ic.  and 
has  under  him  fix  clerks,  who  have  each  their  refpedlive  counties' 
allotted  them.  {To  be  continued* 

A  Letter  jrom  a  French  Missionary  in  China. 

SIR,  Pekin  ^  Nov.  i.  1743. 

IT  was  with  the  greateft  pleafiire  that  1  received  your  two  laft 
letters  ;  one  of  the  13th  of  Otftober,  and  the  other  of*tbe  2d 
of  November,  174'2.  I  communicated  the  very  interefting  account 
of  the  affairs  of  Europe,  which  you  gave  me  in  them,  to  the  reft 
of  our  millionaries,  who  join  with  me  in  our  fincere  thanks.  1 
thank  you  too,,  in  particular,  for  the  box  full  of  works  in  ftraw  and 
ftowers,  which  came  very  lafe  to  me  ;  but  I  beg  of  you  not  to*put 
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yourfelf  to  any  fucli  cxpfncc  for  the  future  ;  for  the  Cbin'efe  Ve-' 
ry  much  exceed  the  Kuropeans  in.  thole  kinds  of  works,  and  par. 
licularly  in  their  *  artificial  flowers  f.  We  came  hither  by  the 
coiiiniaud,  or  rather  by  the  permiflion  of  the  emperor:  An  offi. 
ccr  was  afligncd  to  conduct  us  ;  and  they  made  us  believe,  thtit 
he  would  defray  our  expences  :  but  the  latter  was  only  in  words  y 
for,  ill  efiect,  the  expcnce  was  aliiiofi  wholly  out  of  our  own  poc- 
kcts.  Hall  of  the  way  we  came  by  water,  and  both  eat  and  lodg.* 
cd  in  our  boats  ;  and,  what  Teemed  odd  enough  to  us  was,  that, 
by  the  rules  of  good  breeding  received  among  them,  we  were  noi^ 
allowed  ever  to  go  alhore,  or  even  to  look  out  of  the  windows  of 
our  covered  boats,  to  obferve  the  face  of  rhe  country  as  we  paiTed 
along* 

We  made  the  latter  part  of  our  journey  in  a  fort  of  cage,  whiclr 
they  were  pleafed  to  call  a  liner.  In  this  too  we  were  ihut  up  all 
day  long,  and  at  night  carried  into  our  inns,  (and  very  wretched 
inns  they  are  !)  ;  and  thus  we  got  to  Pekin,  with  our  curiolity. 
quite  unfaiisfied,  and  with  feeing  but  very  little  more  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  than  if  wc  had  been  fliut  up  all  th^  while  in  our  own  ebam^ 
bers.  *  ' 

Indeed  they  fay  that  the  country  we  paiTed  is  but  a  very  bad 
country  ;  and  that,  though  the  journey  is  near  2000  miles,  there 
is  hut  iiule  to  be  met  with  on  the  way  that  might  deferve  much 
attention  ;  not  even  any  monuments  or  buildings,  except  (buic 
temples  for  their  idols,  and  thofe  built  of  wood,  and  bat  one  llory 
*high  ;  the  thief  value  and  beauty  of  which  feemed  to  coiifiil  in 
fome  bad  paintings,  and  very  indiflerent  varnilh  works.  IndeH 
sny  one  that  is  jult^conie  from  feeing  the  buildings  of  France  and 
Italy,  is  apt  to  have  but  little  tafie  or  attention  for  whatever  he 
may  meet  with  in  the  other  parts  of  the  w'orld. 

However,  I  mull  excepi^out  of  this,  rule  the  palace  of  the  etnpe- 
ror  of  Pckiii,  and  his  pleafure-houfes  ;  for  in  them  every  thing  is 
tjuly  great  and  beautiful,  both  as  to  the  defign  and  the  exccqtieo; 
and  they  tlruck  me  the  more,  becaule  1  had  never  feen  any  thing 
that  bore  any  manner  of  refemblance  to  them  in  any  part  of  the 
world  that  I  had  been  in  before.  -  . 

I  ihould  be  very  glad,  if  I  conld  make  fuch  a  delcrlptioo  of 
ihcfe,  as  would  give  you  any  juft  idea  of  them  ;  but  that  is  almoft 
iiiipoftible  ;  hecaufc  there,  is  nothing  in  the  whole  which  Has  any. 
likenefs  to  our  manner  of  building,  or  our  rules  of  architetfloiY. 
The  only  way  to  conceive  what  they  are,  is  10  fee  them  >  and  If  I

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I 
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can  get  any  time,  I  am  refolved  to  draw  fomc  parts  of  them  as  ex^ 
actly  as  1  can,  and  fend  them  into  Europe. 

'i’he  palace  is  at  lead  as  big  as  Dijon  J  ;  which  city  I  chufe  to 
name  to  you,  becaufe  you  are  fo  well  acquainted  with  it.  lliis 
palace  conlills  of  a  great  number  of  diderent  pieces  of  building,  de¬ 
tached  from  one  another,  but  difpofed  with  a- great  deal  of  (ym- 
iiietrv  and  beauty.  They  are  feparated  from  one  another  with 
vail  courts,  plantations  of  trees,  and  flower  gardens.  The  princi¬ 
pal  front  of  all  tbefc  buildings  fliines  with  gilding,  vamifh^work^ 
uiui  paintings  ;  and  the  infide  is  furniflied  and  adorned  with  all 
the  moll  beautiful  and  valuable  things  that  could  be  got  in  China^ 
the  Indies,  and  even  from  Europe. 

As  for  the  pleafurc^houfcs,  they  are  really  charming.  They 
Hand  in  a  vail  compafs  of  ground.  They  have  railed  hills  from 
twentv  to  fixty  foot  higb,^ which  form  a  great  number  of  little  ral¬ 
lies  betvveen  them.  The  bottoms  of  thefe  vallles  are  watered 
with  clear  llreains,  which  run  on  till  they  join  together,  and  form 
larger  pieces  of  water  and  lakes  ;  They  pafs  thele  dreams,  lakes/ 
and  rivers,  in  beautiful  and  inagniflcent  boats  :  i  have  feen  one  in 
particular  fevcnty-eight  feet  long,  and  twenty-four  feet  broad^ 
w  ith  a  ver)  bandfome  houfe  raifed  upon  it.  In  each  of  thele  val- 
lies  there  are  houfes  about  the  banks  of  the  water,  very  well  did 
poled,  with  their  diderent  courts,  open  and  clofe  porticos,  par¬ 
terres,  gardens,  and  cafcades  ;  which,  when  viewed  all  together, 
have  an  admirable  effedt  upon  the  eye. 

1  hey  go  from  one  of  the  vallies  to  another,  not  by  formal  draic 
walks  as  in  Europe,  but  by  various  turnings  and  windings,  adorned 
on  the  Tides  with  little  pavilions  and  charming  grottos  ;  and  each 
of  thefe  vallies  is  diverlified  from  all  the  reft,  both  by  their, manner 
of  laying  out  the  ground,  and  in  the  llru^ure  and  difpolicioQ  of 
its  buildings. 

All  the  tilings  and  hills  are  fprinkled  with  trees,  and  particular, 
ly  with  flowering  trees,  which  are  here  very  common.  The  lides 
of  the  canals,  or  leder  dreams,  ar^tiot  faced  (as  they  are  with  us) 
with  finooth  done,  and  in  a  drait  line,  but  look  rude  and  rudic, 
with  diderent  pieces  of  rock,  (bnte  of  which  jut  out,  and  others 
recede  inwards,  and  are,  placed  with  lb  much  art,  that  yon  would 
take  it  to  be  the  work  of  nature.  In  Ibtne  parts  the  water  is 
wide,  in  others  narrow  ;  here  it  ferpentifes,  and  there  fpreads  a- 
way,  as  if  it  was  really  pulbed  off  by  the  bills  and  rocks.  The 
banks  are  fprinkled  with  flowers,  which  rile  up  even  through  the 
hollows  in  the  rock-work,  as  if  they  had  been  produced  there  na¬ 
turally.  They  have  a  great  variety  of  them  for  every  feafoo  of 
the  year. 

Beyoud  thefe  dreams  there  are  always  wwlks,  or  rather  paths, 

paved

jinved  with  fmall  flon^s,  which  lead  from  one  valley  to  another 
Thefe  ]>aths  too  are  irregular;  and  fometimes  wind  along  ih®, 
hanks  of  the  water,  and  at  others  run  out  wide  from  them. 

On  your  entrance  into  each  valley,  you  fee  its  buildings  before 
you.  All  the  front  is  a  colonade,  with  windows  between  the  pi|. 
lars.  The  wood-work  is  gilded,  painted,  and  vaniilhed,  Tbe 
roofs  too  are  covered  noth  varnifhed  tiles  of  different  etdours-  red, 
yellow*,  blue,  green,  and  puiple  ;  which,  by  their  pro{>er  mixtures, 
and  their  manner  of  placing  them,  form  an  agreeable  variety  of 
coinpirtimcnts  and  defigns.  Almofl  all  thefe  buildings  arc  only 
Que  llory  high  ;  and  their  floors  are  raifed  from  two  to  eight  feet 
above  the  ground.  You  go  up  to  them  not  by  regular  (lone (Vept,. 
Vnu  by  a  rough  fort  of  rock  work,  formed  as  if  there  had  bt^ea  fj 
inanv  lleps  piodiucd  there  by  nature.  The  inflde  of  the  apart¬ 
ments  niilwcrs  perfct^tlv  to  their  magnificence  without.  Befide 
their  being  very  well  difpofed,  the  furniture  and  ornaments  arc 
vt'ry  rich,  .and .of  an  ejupiifite  tallc.  In  the  courts  and  paffages, 
you  fee  vafes  of  brafs,  porcelain,  and  marble  filled  with  flowers; 
aud  before  fome  of  their  houfes,  inftead  of  naked  (latues,  they 
have  fevcral  of  their  hier(»glyphical  figures  of  animals,  and  nrni 
with  perfumes  burning  in  them,  placed  upon  pedeflals  of  marble. 

Kvery  valley,  .as  I  told  yoiivbefore,  has  its  pleafure-houfc ;  fmall,  f 
indeed,  in  rcrj)C(^t  to  the  whole  inclofure,  but  yet  large  enough  to 
be  capable  of  receiving  the  greatelt  nobleman  in  Kurope,  with  all 
his  retinue.  Several  of  thefe  houfes  are  built  of  cedar,  W’hicb  they 
bring,  with  great  expcnce,  at  the  diftance  of  1 300  miles  from  • 
this  place.  And^  now  how  many  of  thefe  palaces  do  you  think 
there  are  in  .all  the  valiies  of  the  inclofure  ?  There  are  above  200* 
of  them,  without  reckoning  as  many  other  houfes  for  the  cuuuchs; 
for  they  .are  rhe  perfons  whp  have  the  care  of  each  palace,  and 
their  houles  are  always  jufi  by  them,  generally  at  no  more- than: 
live  or  lix  feet  dflfance  Thefe  houfes  of  the  eunqchs  are  ivery 
plaiii  ;  and  for  that  rrafon  are  always  concealed,  eiiher.by  foHie* 
projection  of  the  walls,  or  by  the  iiuerpolition  of  their  artificial 
bills.  .  ,  .  .  ' 

Over  the  running  dreams  there  are  bridges,  at  proper. diftanceS|' 
to  make  the  more  ca(y  comm unicaiion  from  one  place  to  another*: 
Xh^fc  are  moll  commonly  either  of  brick  or  free-done,  and  fbine-*** 
times  of  wood,  but  are  all  raifed  high  enough  for  the  boats  to  pafs 
convenlenily  under  them.  They, are  fenced  with  balluders  finely' 
wro.ught,  and  adorned  with  works  in  relievo;  but  .ill  of  them  va¬ 
ried  from  one  another,  both  in  their  ornaments'  and  defigns.  •  Do 
not  imagine  to  yourielf,  that  thefe  bridges  run  on,  like  ours,  in* 
llrait  lines  ;  oil  the  contrary,  they  generally  wind  about,  .and  fer«^ 
pentife  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  (otne  of  them,  which,  if  they  went 
on  regularly,  ^vvould  be  no  more  than  thirty  or  forty  feet  long, 
turn  io  often  and  fo  much,  as  to'niake  their  whole  length  100  or 
SOO  fc^C.  You  fee  fome  of  them  which,  either  at  the  middle*;  or^ 

.  at 
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at  the  ends,  have  little  pavilions  for  people  to  reft  thetnn^lve^  In,' 
j\ij, ported  fonic times  by  four,  fonietiincs  by  eight,  and  fometitucs 
l>v  lixteen  colmnns,*  They  are  ufiully  on  fuch  of  the  bridges  as 
air.ud  the  moll  engaging  profpedls.  At  the  ends  of  others  of  the 
britlges  there  arc  triumphal,  arches,  either  of  wood  or  white 
marble,  formed  in  a  very  pretty  manner,  but  very  different  from 
any  thing  that  1  have  ever  feen  in  Europe.  [To  be  contUiued.^

AS  it  is  equally  remote  from  our  Intentiotii  and  inconfidcnt  with 
the  Plan  of  our  Undertaking,  to  publlHi  any  thing  injurious  to 
private  Charai^tcrs  ;  fo,  if  we  have  been  impofed  on  ‘by  any  Aqo# 
nymous  Correfpondcnt,  inadvertently'  to  Infert  an  Article  lending 
to  throw  an  Afperfion  on  the  Reputation  of  any  Individual,  we 
edeem  it  not  only  a  piece  of  material  Juftice,  but  a  duty  incum« 
bent  on  us,  to  endeavour,  as  fai*  as  in  our.  power,  either  to  detect 
the  Author  of  Inch  imputation,  or  to  deiire  him  openly  to  (land 
forth,  and  maintain  the  Truth  of  his  Affertions.— With  this  view 
we  beg  leave  to  lay  before  the  Public  the  following  Fa(5ts.

Or  if,  upon  recolletftion,  he  is  convinced  that  he  has  been  miftakea 
in  his  reprefentation  of  this  Young  Man,  from  a  deception  of  liis 
SenCes,  which,  by  his  own  confeilion,  appear  to  have  been  in  (boie

Memoirs  of  Sir  Andrew  Mitchell  of  Thainftone,  late  Britifti  ^m- 

hajfador  at  Jhe  Court  of  Berlin. 

^^niS  gentleman  was  the  only  child  of  the  reverend  Mr  WiU 
X  .  liain  Mitchell,  one  of  the  ininifters  of  St  Giles,  commonly 
called  the  High  Church  of  Edinburgh.  His  father  was  firft  one 
of  the  minitters  of  Aberdeen;  but  after  his  tranilation  in  that  coun. 
try  (called  his  iecllement,  or  trail  fpori  a  lion  to  Edinburgh),  he  4 
married  a  widow  lady  of  lodo  1.  a  year  fortune,  who  had  an  only 
child,  a  daughter,  the  undoubted  beirefs  thereof  after  her  death, 

'I'o  make  lure  of  the  fortune,  a  iiiaich  between  the  two  chib 
dien  was’  concluded,  and  they  were  married  in  1 7 15,  at  a  time 
when* Matter  Mitchell  was  but  eleven  years  of  age,  and  young 
Mifs  but  ten.  In  the  fourth  year  after  their  nuptials,  the  lady 
died  in  child-bed  of  her  6rtt  child ;  an  event  which  fo  much  af-  * 
feefed  him  that  he  never  married  afterwards:  he  difcontinued  the  j 
(ludy  of  the  law,  for  Which  his  father  intended  him,  applying  iQ 
am  ifemenrs,  by  the  advice  of  his  friends,  in  order  to  conquer  that 
grief,  which,  as  was  apprehended,  might  bring  on  a  lown^fs  of 
fpiri*  . 

This  was  the  original  caufe  of  an  extenfive  acquaintance  with 
the  principal  noblemen  and  gentlemen  in  North  Britain,  which* 
afterwards  enfued,  and  for  attaining  which  he  feemed  to  he  na*. 
turally  formed.  Though  his  progrefs  in  the  fcienccs  was  but 
fniKll  yet  no  perfoii  had  a  greater  regard  for  learned  men  :  his  in- 
trodiiciion  io  the  lirll  clafs  was  owing  to  lord  prefident  Dalrymplc 
of  the  court  of  fettion  ;  and  that  to  the  fecond,  partly  to  his  being 
iiniverf'.llv  knt'iwn^to ‘the  clergy,  and  to  th'e  fevefal  jirofeflbrs  of 
the  iiniverfity  of  Edhibiirgh,  which  was,  at  that  period,  in  jutt  re-  ; 
pute  and  efteem. 

He  w  as,  ill  a  particular  manner,  intimately  acquainted  with  Mr 
M'Laiirin  ;  and  though  his  knowledge  of  Algebra  and  mixed 
quantity,  was  but  inconiiderable,  yet  he  employed  IVlr  Henderfon, 
anrjo  173^,  to  write  out  a  copy  l>oih  of  the  Algebra  and  Treatife 
on  Giiooery,  which  Mr  M^Laurin  had  wrote  with  aihazing  clear- 
nefs  and  perfpicuuy. 

Wy  his  being  known  to  the  marquis  ofTweeddale,  and  the  earj 
of  Stair,  he  became  fecretary  to  the  former,  on  his  lordfhip^s  bring 
ap|K>iutcd  minitter  for  Scots  affairs,  anno  174I  ;  and  in  the  be. 
ginning  of  1742,  he,  on  lord  Stair’s  arrival  in  London,  put  bis  lor d- 
iliip  ia  mind  of  the  high  regard  he  had  always  bore  for  dottier 

Pringle 


prlni;le  (iiow  Sir  John  Pringle),  then  profeflbc  of  moral  plulofophy 
id  the  univerfity  of  Edinburgh.  The  doctor  was  at  his  o^i’n  houfe 
in  Stonelaws-clofe,  when  a  letter  arrived  from  Mr  Mitchell,  dated 
the  I4rh  of  June  1742,  acquainting  him  that  he  was  appointed 
phylician  to  the  Britiih  ainbalTador  then  at  the  Hague. 

Though  the  marquis  of  Tweeddale  refigned  the  place  of  (ecre- 
t<4ry  of  Hate,  in  confcquence  of  the  coiivuKlons  pf  the  year  1745, 
yet  Mr  Mitchell  Hill  kept  in  favour.  He  had  taken  care,  during 
lint  iiiemorahle  winter,  to  keep  up  a  corref|>oi»dence  with  fomc 
eminent  clergymen,  and  from  time  to  time  communicated  the  in¬ 
telligence  he  received  ;  and*  his  afiidulty  was  rewarded  with  a  feat  ' 
in  the  houfe  of  commons,  anno  1747,  as  reprefentative  for  the 
burghs  of  Binlf,  Elgin,  Cullen,  Inverury,  and  Kintore. 

Ill  the  year  1751,  he  was  appointed  his  majeHy^s  refident  at 
Bniirels,  where  continuing  two  years,  he,  in  I753>  over  to 

London,  where  he  was  created  knight  of  the  Bath,  and  ap¬ 
pointed  ainbalfador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  at  the  court 
oF  Prnllia,  where,  by  his  polite  and  genteel  behaviour,  and  a  pre¬ 
vious  acquaintance  with  inarihal  Keith,  he  gained  fo  much  upon 
the  elleem  of  his  Prullian  majeHy,  as  to  detach  him  from  the 
French  interell ;  an  event  w’hich  involved  die  court  of  France  in 
the  greaiell  lolfes,  ariling  not  only  from  vail  and  uncommon  fub- 
fi Jics  to  the  courts  of  Vienna,  Peterlburgh,  and  Stockholm,  but 
from  the  lofs  of  more  numerous  armies  than  ^ver  they  bad  been 
llripped  of  fince  the  reign  of  Francis  I. 

He  generally  accompanied  the  king  through  the  courfe  ot  liis 
fevcral  campaigns,  and  on  the  1 2th  of  AuguH  I759»  'vhen  the 
Prufllui  ariuy>vvas  totally  routed  by  count  SalukotiT,  the  Mufeovite 
general,  he  vvith  difficulty  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  quit  the  , 
king’s  tent,  even  while  all  was  in  confudon.  By  bis  prudent  ina^ 
nageinenc,  the  late  earl  Marffial  of  Scotland  was  introduced  to  the 
favour  of  his  majefty  king  George  II.  anno  1760.  In  1765  he  •«- 
gain  came  over  to  ^gland  for  the  recovery  of  his  health,  which 
was  fomewhat  impaired,  fpent  Tome  time  at  7'anbridge^wells, 
(where  the  author  of  this  narrative  (aw  and  converfed  with  him)^ 
and,  in  March  1766,  again  returned  to  Berlin.  That  year  he  wa« 
honoured  iu  a  particular  manner  Ut  the  marriage  of  the  prince  of 
Orange  with  the  princefs  royal  of  Pruffia,  the  king  always  cx- 
prefling  the  highell  regard  for  his  perfonal  merits  and  accompliOi* 
inents ;  for  though  he  was  a  very  temperate  man,  and  (himned 
pomp  and  oHentation  in  his  own  perfon,  yet  no  man  had  more  at 
heart  the  fupporting' the  dignity  of  the  Sovereign  he  reprefented. 

In  a  word,  though  not  a  man  of  great  learning  or  outward  Biew, 
yet  he  was,  in  complex,  the,  fine  gentleman,  and  poireATed  of  real 
goodnefs  of  heart.  ’

and  the  king  himfelf,  from  a  balcony,  beheld  the  procefiion  with 
tears.

roughly  fatisfied  ;  but  when  we  are  fo  certain,  that  avarice  or  am- 
bilioii  will  conflantly  procure  oppojitions,  and  when  we  generally 
fee  in  what  all  the  parade  of  pairiotifm  at  laft  terminates,  I  am 
Amazed  that  we  diftra<5l  ourfelves  about  the  merits  xhe  oppofersf 
Let  the  men  who  wrangle  ibr  office,  and  who  are  to  reap  all  the 
advantages  of  preferment,  hold  the  miniftcr  at  bay  if  they  picafe; 
but  what  arc  we  to  abufe  him  for?  you  may  turn  out^of  oftke ^ 
perhaps,  yet  you  do  not  annihilate  the  minifterial  fuhdlions.— A 
manager  there  mult  be  to  the  (fate,  and  what  is  it  to  us  who  that 
manager  is,  where  we  are  to  expect  no  mitigation  of  Taxes;  no  re¬ 
peal  of  oppreffive  laws,  lijch  as  game-acts  and  man iage-aifts,, where 
the  burden  Hill  remains,  though  the  impofer  is  removed  and  all 
we  experience  is,  perhaps,  the  general  depravity  of  mankind, 

I  have  heard  leveral  fenfible  men,  lately,  exprefs  much  fatisfac- 
lion  at  the  detection  of  our  political  impoftors,  and  pronounce  that 
their  private  dilTcnfions,  their  mutual  account  of  each  oihcr^s  raf- 
c.tliiy,  mud,  for  the  future,  put  the  public  upon  its  guard  againd 
the  dclulious  of  fuch  ufmdlefs  incendiari<^s,  I  know  the  public  loo 
w  ell,  however,  to  expect  fuch  faliitary  »confequeiices ;  1  know  it 
to  be  a  many- headed  monller,  at  all  limes  ready  to  fvvallow  the 
grrlTclf  ahlnrdiiies,  and  wms  another  Wilkes,  or  another  Horne  to 
(lait  up  to-morrow’,  the  YabUe  would  huzza,  break  windows,  call 
for  lights,  and  give  us  all  the  decent  ebullitions  of  patriotifni,  which 
we  experienced  in  the  memorable  year  1768.  Till  we  have  more 
fenfe  therefore,  we  are  not  to  hope  for  more  order  ;  and  when  that 
hiippy  period  W’ill  arrive,  is  even  beyond  the  predication  of  ‘
